From  reports  reaching  me,  this  new  pest  to  gladiolus  is  causing  serious 
trouble  in  many  sections  of  the  country.  It  is  a  minute  insect  about 
1/20  of  an  inch  long,  being  of  a  yellowish-orange  color  when  young  and 
changing  to  a  grayish-black  and  developing  wings  when  fully  grown.  It 
sucks  the  juice  from  the  foliage  and  bloom,  causing  the  leaves  to  turn  gray 
and  appear  to  be  shredded,  while  the  blooms  become  spotted  or  dry  up  and 
fail  to  bloom.  It  also  attacks  the  bulbs  by  sucking  the  juice  from  the  bulb, 
causing  a  browning  of  the  base  of  the  bulb  where  the  insects  may  usually 
be  seen.  Whether  thrip  has  spread  from  infested  bulbs  or  through  the  air 
from  infested  fields  is  a  debatable  question ;  probably  both  ways.  The  best 
method  of  control  is  to  make  sure  your  bulbs  are  free  from  thrip  before 
planting. 

This  can  be  done  by  soaking  small  lots  of  bulbs  in  corrosive  sublimate 
or  bichloride  of  mercury  or  if  you  have  large  quantities  of  bulbs,  cyanide 
gas  treatment  such  as  modern  exterminators  use,  will  effectively  kill  all 
thrip  and  its  egg  larva.  Cyanide  gas  is  a  deadly  poison  and  should  be  applied 
by  someone  who  knows  how  to  use  it.  It  has  been  claimed  that  thrip  has 
been  controlled  by  using  tobacco  dust  on  the  bulbs  at  planting  time,  putting 
it  right  on  the  bulbs  in  the  furrow.  After  growth  appears  daily  watering 
or  overhead  irrigation  will  help  to  keep  them  under  control,  as  will  dusting 
with  tobacco  dust  or  spraying  with  Nicoteen,  Evergreen  or  Derrisol,  but 
to  be  effective  must  be  used  as  soon  as  growth  appears  and  must  be  done 
constantly  and  thoroughly.  My  bulbs  have  all  been  treated  with  cyanide 
gas  and  I  believe  them  to  be  free  from  thrip.
